_ House Resolution Number One as the 
new Congress convened was Rep. Knut- 
S0ns across-the-board 20 percent tax- 
reduction bill. 


But hard on its heels were a number 
of measures aimed at correcting what 
many members of the new Congress 
consider the Number One problem which 
it must face—LABOR. 


Five of the measures, .all intréduced 
by Republicans, were identical. They 
would outlaw strikes which affect. the 
public health or safety. 


Another, introduced by Democratic 
Rep. Smith, of Virginia, would completely 
revise the Wagner Act, providing for an 
equality of management and labor in the 
field of collective bargaining. This would 
be done by withdrawing collective bar- 
gaining rights of foremen and other super- 
visory employees, requiring unions to pub- 
lish financial reports, making unions finan- 
cially liable for breach of contract, making 
it illegal to force employers to hire more 
employees than needed, and outlawing the

Taft, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican Steering Committee, heads the Labor 
Committee. 

Sen. Taft has promised to hold hearings 
and bring out on the Senate floor by 
March 1 a bill which will: 

1. Make unions responsible for collec- 
tive bargaining contracts. | 

2. Discourage organization of foremen. 

3. Outlaw secondary. boycotts. 

4. Set up computsory arbitration 
machinery. 

5. Ban the closed shop. 

6. Outlaw violence. 

Such a measure, while it will undoubt- 
edly be the object of considerable opposi- 
tion, undeniably has the support of the 
vast majority of the American people at 
this time. 

Labor excesses have negated much of 
the public good will toward it. Only an 
unexpected change of heart on the part 
of the people and the Congress will pre- 
vent some such restrictive measure being 
enacted into law. 

And that change of heart can hardly 
be forthcoming so long as labor allows 
short-sighted leaders to take unreasonable 
actions which alienate more and more of 
its former friends and supporters. 


Memphis Setting the Housing Pattern? 


The Memphis Housing Authority has 
given six months notice to 400 families 
occupying low-cost apartment units under 
its jurisdiction. 


The families. whose current incomes 


exceed maximums set up by the Author- 
ity, have been given until June 30 to find 


new places to live. 


During the war, in Memphis as else- 
where, the maximum income restrictions 
were not rigidly enforced, for obvious rea- 
sons. Now, however, the units are revert- 
ing to their original purpose: to provide 
clean, adequate space for low-income fami- 
lies who cannot afford to live elsewhere, 


Here in Atlanta, the same situation has 
prevailed. 

Families whose income have gone up 
above the maximum have been allowed to 
continue in residence. And, indeed, a 
good argument can be put up for the prac- 
tice, inasmuch as a fair maximum of five 
years ago would not be living wages to- 
day. 

We trust that before too many commu- 
nities follow Memphis’ example there will 
be an upward revision of the stipulated 
maximum. Many who would be forced 
to move certainly would not be able to 
afford the $80-to-$125-a-month units which 
are about the only apartments currently 
available. 


Ai Need for Federal Lynch Law? 


Six persons were lynched in the United 
States in 1946. 


This is the highest total in five years, 
there being but one in 1945, two in 1944, 
three in 1943, and five in 1942. 

In addition to the six who were lynched, 
there were 17 other attempts, involving 22 
intended victims. 

And all but one of the lynchings and 
attempted lynchings took place in the 
South. 

Of the six who were lynched, three 
were totally innocent, unaccused of any 
crime. Of the other three, only one was 
charged with even a relatively serious 
offense. One who was lynched had been 
accused only of stealing a saddle, a crime 
to which others subsequently confessed. 


It is sma!!l wonder. in view of this rec- 


ord, that agitation for a Federal anti-lynch 
law is growing ever stronger. 

It should come as no surprise if the 
Eightieth Congress, in which Republicans 
hold a convincing majority, enacts the 
long-debated measure. 

And, in truth, those of us who so vig- 
orously in the past have contended that 
the states are able to take care of the 
problem are now at a loss for rebuttal. 

The absolute failure of the states to de- 
ter or convict those responsible for the 
1946 outrages beems prima facie evidence 
that there is a need for Federal legislation. 

And so aks law seems inevitable un- 
less the States demonstrate they can and 
will arrest and punish the guilty. 

If Federal law comes, the States will 
have only their own failure to enforce 
their existing laws to blame.

ST. LOUIS—One of the best things about 

travel these days is what you don’t see in the 

we s railway station. You don’t see the tired young 

men in uniform, weary of eye, with a dazed, far-away look on their 
faces, standing by their seabags or bedding rolls waiting for trains. 

You don’t see them asleep in he waiting rooms or drinking 
coffee in the USO rooms at the station. You don’t see them stand- 
ing with a girl or maybe a young wife and baby by the gates, both 
of them worried and tense and filled with words they can't say. 
They used to stand there trying to think up answers to things such 
as allotment checks and whether there would be enough money 
and where shé and the baby would go and what in God’s name she 
could do if she had to go to work. They didn’t know the answers 
and so they just put them aside and stood there with that dumb 
look of suffering on their faces, maybe even a little belligerent with 
one another. 

You don’t see all that any more and I hope we never see it again. 
You still see soldiers. Some of them are just going in and some 
are coming out. Others are old-timers who elected to stay in after 
V-J Day. They come along, sure and confident, their uniforms 
tailored to fit and their sergeant’s and corporal’s chevrons on their 
arms. They all wear the Hershey bars on the sleeves, indicating 
six months’ service each and by now some of them are Hershey 
bars almost half way up their eblows. You can tell them quick. 


The club cars and the smokers are crowded now, 
Bores Back and the familiar old bores are back. The loud- 
speakers who settle the labor problem, the cost of living and the 
political problems in a few thousand badly chosen and worse- 
pronounced and misused words, are back again. You can hear 
them above the clatter of the train and the shriek of the wheels as 
they hit a curve. 

They are back with their bottles and their pot bellies and their 
new suits. They are going to conventions and to sales meetings 
and they are dreadful bores. At least all of them that set out to 
be are bores. This breed always assumes all in the club car or 
smokey want to hear them and they pitch their voices accordingly. 

There are always the three or four of another type who are 
celebrating. 

You can hear them calling back on the way to the diner, “Let's 
go back and put out that fire. A bird can’t fly on one wing. Got 
time for a little short one. Good Old Jack. We'll all go back.” 

I traveled a lot with the soldiers and Marines during the war 
and sometimes I thought they were pretty wild. I recalled that now 
and then some divine used to write solemn letters to the editors 
of the papers over the nation protesting about the behavior of the 
servicemen. It was never really bad, it also was never as bad as 
the regular day after day and night after night civilian crowd. The 
servicemen at least had vitality. And they made sense, even when 
they were getting boiled. The fat man with the checked suit on 
the way to the mart in Chicago makes no sense at all as he explains 
in a loud voice all about John L. Lewis and all about the social 
problems, making sure all the while that his voice is loud enough 
to bounce off the fartherest wall. And he surely isn’t vital. 


Vanity Vanity is a curse and sometimes deadly drug. Standing 
in line waiting to get into the diner an old gaffer who 
must have been 70 if a day, and who smelled loudly of gin, in- 
formed the line that his wife had long suspected he made whoopla 
at the buyers’ mart instead of sticking to business. So, he said, 
he had brought her along to see just how tough a trip it was and he 
was mighty pleased to have her stand in line. His wife was a short, 
villainous-looking woman and she managed a dry smile as father 
talked on and on about the rigors of travel. 

The train. was three hours late out of Evansville to St. Louis 
and there was a long line at the diner for breakfast. The boys 
going to the mart were gone, but some more of the boys were along 
for something else. They explained the lateness of the train as a 
conspiracy between John L. Lewis and the railway brotherhoods; 
all of them are going to get it in the neck if the Republicans have 
any sense. 

Half way to St. Louis the snow and ice began to get heavy and 
at every little town there were youngsters out with sleds. The 
fields were covered with several inches of snow and in some of 
them white-faced cattle nosed through the snow or wandered over 
into old cornfields where the dry stalks stood at all angles, their 
remaining broken blades moving stiffly in the hard wind. 

At St. Louis’ gigantic Union Station, the weather was 7 above 
zero, and there’ were not enough taxicabs. The three gentlemen 
who rode uptown with me when we finally got a cab had a loud 
argument and concluded that things certainly were not normal and 
it would be a fine thing when conditions got back to what they 
were before the war. 

Travel is broadening. And while the stations don’t show you the 
tired and worried and dazed-looking kids, for which you are very 
thankful, they still are busy places.

Some day, it is probable, civilized man will 
live under conditions of cleanliness which will 
make our present ways of life seem like the

There will be, someday, a means of air conditioning and puri- 
fying the atmosphere not only inside our buildings, but outside. 
Don’t sneer at that idea as an impossibility. The day will come 
when every properly conducted community will be provided with 
air from which all smog and dust and undesirable germs have 
been eliminated. 

The day will come when men will insist on spotless cleanli- 
ness for the outside of their buildings as well as for the inside. 
The day will come when trash upon the streets will be as unthink- 
able as dust on the furniturre of a proper, meticulous housekeeper 

Don't ask how all this is coming about. If anyone knew, the 
improvements would be beginning, already. That they will come, 
is as logical as that man has learned to fly, to talk at distances of 
thousands of miles without visible, material contact. 


: Obviously, we shall have to retain a 
Air Dust Necessary certain amount of fine, invisible dust in 
the air. For, without such dust particles, we should have no rain. 
Each rain drop is formed around such a particle. If there was no 
dust to collect the rain in drops, the atmosphere would be so high 
in humidity we could not live in it, we should be constantly wet 
and, day and night, we should be drenched with a kind of all-per- 
meating dew. 

But, man will insist, some day, on the removal of unnecessary, 
objectionable dust, soot and smog from the air he breathes. He will 
be disgusted at the historic records of the smoke-laden air’of the 
cities of 1947, and he will marvel that we permitted that air to 
irritate our nasal passages, our sinuses, our throats and lungs and 
our entire physical being. 

Some day the thought that it once was possible for a human 
being to contract disease merely by breathing the common air will 
be shocking. 


On this score of human cleanliness, 


We Are Improving though, we are improving. 

Fifty years ago our streets were made odorous by horse manure. 
In dry weather this animal ordure dried into dust and was blown, 
when the winds came, over everything. Onto the clothing of the 
people, into their faces, into.the air they breathed into their lungs. 

Women of fifty years ago wore skirts that touched the ground. 
They tried, in dainty manner, to hold them just above the paving 
on which they walked but inevitably they would sometimes drag 
on the street, sweeping the dirt as their wearers moved. 

Only a few centuries ago there were no underground sewers. 
All the refuse gathered in the open gutters, or open sewers, of the 
streets. Servants in the houses, to dispose of slops and refuse, 
emptied it out of the windows, often the front windows, right onto 
the street below. 

To provide the partial shelter of the building itself from such 
refuse, and to shield them from the splashings out of the gutters, 
men formed the habit of etiquette of walking on the outside, nearest 
to the curbing, when escorting a lady on the street. To protect, in 
slight degree, her dress from the filth of the gutter and so that the 
worst of the slops tossed out of windows above should escape the 
feminine millinery, etc. 


M It is difficult, even today, for those who 
Poverty Means Dirt are forced because of low income to live 
in the least desirable dwellings, in the most scabrous parts of the 
city, to maintain decent standards of personal cleanliness. 

Where there is no inside bathroom, where there is neither tub 
nor shower, where plumbing is notable only by absence, it is sheer 
impossibility to keep clean. Where the very houses are crumbling 
into decay, where discouraged neighbors have given up the struggle 
to keep their places clean, no one can fight successfully the war on 
dust and dirt. 

Give mankind a chance and mankind demonstrates its inherent 
desire for cleanm surroundings, clean living conditions, personal 
cleanliness. 

Nor should we forget, in facing the obvious duty, that there is an 
ancient saying which is altogether true: “Cleanliness is next to 
godliness,”’ 

We'll have better people, in more senses than one, when we see 
to it that everyone lives under circumstances that permit physical 
cleanliness,

Lodge resigned from the Senate to join the Army in 1943 and 
served until after the Japanese surrender. 

The chief architect of tae present Republican position 
foreign affairs, of course, is Sen. Vandenberg. Influenced always 
by his keen sense of historical perspective, he realized from the 
day the United States entered the war not only that the Senate 
again would play a vital part in the peacemaking, for good or ill, 
but that he himself might be cast for a crucial role. 

As early as the Spring of 1943 he determined that it must not 
be said again that either the Republican Party or a bipartisan 
Senate minority, bulwarked by the two-thirds rule, defeated the 
peace. But he felt also that these purposes must not be attained 
by sacrificing the constitutional authority of the Senate or the 
future of the Republican Party. These have been his basic aims 
ever since. 

Vandenberg’s name has come to be linked equally with that 
of Secretary Byrnes in the making of United States foreign policy, 
and moving as he is now into chairmanship of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, his influence should be even greater 

The Republican holdovers on the 13-man Committee, other than 
Vandenberg, will be Capper, of Kansas; White, of Maine, and Wiley, 
of Wisconsin. Because of relegation to the minority in a: sharply 
reduced Committee, such outstanding Democrats as Barkley, of 
Kentucky; Green, of Rhode Island; Hatch of New Mexico: Hill, of 
Alabama, and Luaas, of Illinois, will be crowded out. The six 
remaining Democratic members probably will be Connally, of 
Texas: George, of Georgia; Wagner, of New York; Thomas, of Utah; 
Murray, of Montana, and Pepper, of Florida.

Now faith is the substance of things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen.—-Hebrews 11:1. 


Our lives are dominated by will and imagination. They can work 
together for our ennobling or debasing, or they can be in conflict 
within us and spell defeat. Will uses chiefly one’s own resources 
of muscles and stamina. It can be undermined in the flash-of a 
moment by unwholesome imagination. A good imagination, pic- 
turing the future not in terms of trouble but of peace and joy, is 
equivalent to faith. Moffatt translates the first verse of Hebrews

PRINCETON, N. J.—The Unit- 
ed Nations starts off the new year 
in a greatly changed atmosphere 
of public opinion in thig country. 

For the first time in eight 
months of polling, the Institute 
finds that more people are satis- 
fied with the progress of the UN 
than are dissatisfied. 

At one point, last July, a sub- 
stantial majority of those express.
